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The RCE Request received 5/11/2009 has been entered and claims 1, 4-8, 10, 
11,17, 20-59 are considered here. 

In view of the amendments to the claims and arguments presented, the 
rejections of record under 35 USC 102(b) and 103(a) are hereby withdrawn. 

A search reveals the claimed assay for modulators of PP2A methylation which 
includes and determines both a PP2A methylase and a PP2A demethylase is not taught 
or fairly suggested by the prior art. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,4-8, 10, 11, 17, 20-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Each of the following applies in 
all occurrences. 

Claim 4 refers to "the phosphorylated protein" where there is no antecedent basis 
for that feature. See also claim 10 and others. In claim 1 1 "tau" lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim 17 depends from claim 3 which has been canceled. In claim 25 and all 
occurrences, "the test agent or the composition" lacks antecedent basis because claims 
1 and 6 do not contain both features. In claim 30 "the PP2A methylation status" lacks 
antecedent basis. In claim 30 "the overall effect" is not understood in context and how 
such an effect would or would not be overall is not seen. In claim 35 "the composition is 
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not already known" is improper and does not state to whom is it not known and when, 
before or after practicing the invention. In a fashion such a claim obviates the invention 
by stating the aim of the invention cannot be known by performing the claimed method. 
In claim 44 "the step of contacting or administering" is confusing and lacks antecedent 
basis. In claim 45 "the methylation status" lacks antecedent basis because it ultimately 
may depend from claim 1 . In claim 53 "the methylation status refers to" is not 
understood how it may relate to something referred to. Claim 59 is incomplete in that 
the preamble does not state the function of the method and there is no correlating step 
to accomplish anything.
